MOSCOW (UPI) - Prem ier Ni­ 
kita Khrushchev said today Rus­ 
sia had built up Ihe greatest nu- 
clear-rocket striking force in the 
world and that a “ fantastic” and 
more formidable weapon was in 
the works. 
Khrushchev 
said 
Russia 
now' 
was so far ahead of the United 
Stales and the Western powers it 
will .slash its arm ed forces by one- 
third-1,2(K),(X)0 men — within the 
next year or two. 
He did not describe the new' 
weapon but said he could an­ 
nounce that “the weapon we have 
today in the hatching stage is 
even more perfect, more formida­ 
ble” than anything developed be­ 
fore. 
“The weapon, which as they say 
is in the portfolio of our .scien­ 
tists and designers, is a fantastic 
weapon,” he said. He said its 
power was so great as to be “ in­ 
credible.” 
Possess Greatest Firepower 
Khrushchev, speaking before the 
Supreme 
Soviet, 
already 
had 
boasted: “ The Soviet arm y wields 
such means of w arfare and such 
firepower as no other arm y has 
ever had.” 
Khriisncnev said cutting conven­ 
tional troop strength would leave 
a 2,4(X),000 man force equipped 
with nuclear weapons and rockets 


so powerful they can obliterate 
any enemy. 
He .said Ru.ssia was “ several 
years” ahead of the United States 
in rocketry and would strive to 
maintain the lead. He added Rus­ 
sia already has sufficient atomic 
and hydrogen bombs but will con­ 
tinue to make them until there 
is a world-wide ban. 
Khru.shchev also outlined a new 
concept of warfare for the Soviet 
with the air force eventually abol- 
i.shed in favor of rockets, with the 
navy built around a powerful sub­ 
m arine force and the arm y made

When the safe-cracking attem pt 
fizzled, the bandits loaded busi- 
ne.ss office equipment and m a­ 
chine shop tools into the car of 
the night watchman. H arry Sny­ 
der, 62, of 669 Garden St., Bris­ 
tol, and drove away. 
Sgt. Gasper Favoroso, Bristol 
Borough police, said a general 
police alert has been sent out in 
a m ulti-state area for the ban­ 
dits. 
Several Clues 
Bristol police are attem pting to 
trace .several clues to the ban­ 
dits including an old jacket, a 
pair of gloves and a piece of 
cloth believed to be part of the 
handkerchief used by the men 
as a mask, all apparently left 
l>c+iind by the thugs. 
Police Chief Vincent Faragalli 
.said late this morning that the 
bandits were probably “ bad am a­ 
teurs.” He doubted that either of 
them had a real gun on his per­ 
son and said they were probably 
surprised to find the company had 
a watchman on duty. 
According to police, the 
two 
men were in the large plant that 
m anufactures 
overhead 
garage 
doors when Snyder reported for 
work at midnight. 
The night watchmen was mak­ 
ing his routine check of the build­ 
ing when he wa.s> suddenly ap­ 
proached by a masked man who 
appeared to have a gun in his 
suit coat pocket. 


Appeared To Have Gun 
Snyder told police the man was 
about five - feet, ten inches tall, 
heavy .set and wearing a white 
mask across the low'“r half of his 
face. He did not see the gun but 
the bandit held one hand in the 
pocket of hi.s. blue jacket and ap­ 
peared to have a gun, 
“ Where are the safes kept?” the 
thug demanded. The night watch­ 
man said they were in the busi 
ness office. 
The night watchman was order­ 
ed to take the bandit into the 
business office.

as a psychological terror weap­ 
on," Lapp said, 
tang Range Missile 
Lapp, who worked in the U. S 
atomic bomb project during World 
War II, also suggested that the 
Russians may have developed a 
ionc-rance m issile or super power 
and super accuracy capable of de­ 
livering a 
100-megaton warhead 
on targets continents away. 
A 100-megaton warhead would 
have the explosive violence of IOO 
! mi'lion tons of TNT. The A-bomb 
which destroyed Hiroshima was 
: a 20.000-ton weapon. 
Lapp, now a writer on nuclear 
affairs, made those suggestions in 
commenting on a statement by 
Soviet 
Premier Nikita S. Khru­ 
shchev that Russia is working on 
a ‘‘fantastic weapon" of “ incredi­ 
ble" power. 
Some scientists have discounted 
the likelihood of developing satel­ 
lite bombs on grounds that 
it 
would be extremely difficult to 
pull them out of orbit and aim 
them effectively at a target on 
earth. 
Technical Report 
But a technical report published 
by the House Space Committee 
last year said such a bombing 


j system is feasible. It made the 
point that a satellite bomb could 
lie launched into orbit in times 
of jx’ace and then hurled at an 
! enemy by command signals from 
I the ground whenever its masters 


I wished. 
Lapp agreed that such a bomb, 
recallable on demand, would re- 
jquire "highly sophisticated guid­ 
ance." And from a strictly mill* 
I ary standpoint, he said. it might 
not be the best of all possible 
weapons. 
Bul as a terror weapon, he said. 
an H-bomb circling the world at 
an altitude of some 300 miles 
would have a vast effect upon 
the minds and emotions of man­ 
kind whether or not it was ever 
used. 
"And." Lapp told United Press 
International, 
“Khrushchev 
is 
quite 
knowledgeable 
aliout 
the 
psychological impact of what he 
says and floes.” 
The 100-megaton m issile war­ 
head also would be an effective 
"terror weapon.” A dozen dirty 
bombs of that size. Lapp said, 
would deposit enough radioactive 
fallout to "take out" all of the 
United States east of the Missis­ 
sippi. 
One 100-megatonner could de­ 
stroy every home in New York 
City with its blast alone. A dozen 
—particularly if detonated at high 
altitude—might 
start 
conflagra­ 
tions that would devastate half a 
continent. 
“ It would be truly a scorched- 
earth weapon." Lapp said.
